“Final 1946 returns are due
not later than the close of busi-
ness on Saturday night,” West-
over said. “These reports must
be ‘made by every individual
whose total income was as much
as $500.

“Initial declarations of 1947
estimated taxes are also due on
the same date. These estimates
must be filed by businessmen
and professional men whose in-
come is not subject to with-
holding. They are also required
of employees whose salaries are
subject to withholding and who
will earn more than $5,000 plus
$600 for each dependent. Mar-
ried couples are allowed a
salary exemption of $10,000 plus
$500 for each dependent.

“Minor’ children who earned
more than $500 last year must
file their own tax returns and
pay their own taxes. Those
minors who earned. less than
$500 must file returns in order
to secure any refund that might
be due.

“Taxes may be paid by per-
sonal check, money order, cash-
ler's check, postal note, or ex-
press check. Cash should not
be sent through the mails. No
checks for more than - the
amount of tax dué will be ac-
cepted.

“All internal revenue offices
will be open from 8:00 a. m. to
10:00 p. ‘'m. on deadline day,
